(2) ismunitioa is stored in eight storehouses and four caves in Kotaut’un 

(@ -j- 41), five M southeast of Lungtou (121-18, 38-52) Station. Construction 
of these storshouses was begun in 1944 by the Japanese and finished by the Soviet 
authorities, 


(3) there ars ammunition dumps at Tienchiatun (121-13, 36—46) and Shuangt 'oushan 
(S@ ig ,), near Fangchiatun (221-10, 38-49), seven 14 south of Port Arthur. 
The denps are in caves on the sumrit and five storshouses at the foot of the 
hizis in this area. ‘he saves and buildings were constructed by the Japanese 
‘nn 1943. The Soviet avthorities have added two forts, which are presently under 


repair. 


(4) The Soviet authorities are using the Yingch'daoting (700 44507) ammunition 
dump in Part Arthu’, formerly used by the Japanese Manchukuo 962 Unit (unidentified) . 


(5) There is an astiunition dump at Hsinankou (121-16, 39-24), five 14 northeast 

of fort Arthur, near Pad:rinshan. Beginning construction when they arrived in 

Port Arthur, the Soviet authorities have coupleted four buildings there, which

Each group consistet of eighteen six ton trucks. Each truck was leaded with
